Shipments of Melons and 
Other Perishables From. 
Georgia Will Probably | 
Cease Soon. 

STATIONARY FIREMEN 

TO JOIN IN STRIKE 


While Cabinet Discusses 
Situation Optimistically, 
Hooper Meets Union 
Leaders in Vain. 


Americus, Ga. July 14.—(Special.) 


“First effects of the nation-wide strike 


of shopmen were felt here today in an 
announcement by H. M. Sellars, agent 
of the Seaboard Air Line here, that 
trains Nos. 15, 16, 17 and 18 on 
that road would be discontinued, ef- 
fective Sunday, July 17. The an- 
nouncement caused some pessimism 
among those here who had hoped the 
end of the strike was near. 

The trains proposed to be discon- 
tinued are important trade trains af- 
fecting Cordele, Americu., Columbus 
and intermediate points, the trains 
operating daily between Columbus and 
Helena. and being known as the Sea- 
board Shoo Fly. 

With these trains discontinued 
there will remain only one passenger 
train daily on the Seaboard lines be- 
tween Savannah and Montgomery. 
Freight trains on the line so far as 
(fe public knows continue to operate 
on schedule with only erdinary road 


delays.

MELON SHIPMENTS 
E “NDANGERED. 

Macon, ua., July 14.—(Special.)— 
-silroads today began withdrawing 
their solicitors from Georgia. where 
they have for some ,time been seek- 
ing the fruit and melon business of 
thi§ territory. This, according to the 
watermelon growers, means that not 
a watermelon will be moved outside 
of Georgia if the strike of railroad 
shopmen continues another week. In 
fact, shipments may be cut off before 
that timé. ’ 

The first delay to perishables, since 
the strike began, occurred today, ac- 
cording to shippers. . Connecting lines 
are in trouble, it appears, and with | 
locomotives going out of commission 
the shippers see little chance to con- 
tinue to force the perishables through 
the markets. 

Most of the markets are congested 
with melons, anyway, 
service should continue open for a 
few days, there will be a _ natural 
heavy slump in shipments. This in- 
formation came today not only from 
the independent shippers, but from 
the offices of the Middle Georgiu 
Melon Growers’ association as well. 

Total shipments of Georgia melons 
for this season today aggregated 9,- 
603 cars, or 150 cars over the record 
of last season’s, for the corresponding 
period. The Middle Georgia Melon 
Growers’ association does not expect 


the total shipments for the season to|

The conference, which had lasted 
throughout the afternoon, apparently 
was without tangible results.

Chicago, July 14.—Additional 
disorders and minor riets in the 
shopmen’s strike area have been 
reported here in the past 24 hours. 
They include: 

Chicago—lioting in the Burn- 
side district, which ended when 
one strike sympathizer was 
wounded by a deputy marshal and 
police who answered a riot call, 
dispersed the mob. Another 
crowd stoned the home of a work- 
er, injuring his 11-year-old daugh- 
ter. 

Muskogee, Okla.—Disturbances 
occurred in which a United States 
marshal as kidnaped and beat- 
en by a band of men in automo 
biles, and a 17-year-old worker as- 
saulted. 

Sherman, Texas—Mob threats 
forced temporary discontinuance 
of passenger service on the Texas 
and Pacific road between Sherman 
and Denison. 

Cleburne, Texas—A United 
States deputy marshal was ar- 
rested on a charge of aggravated 
assault after he 1s alleged to have 
drawn his gun when strikers en- 
tered a railroad shop and ordered 
them out. 

Cleveland, Ohio—Police reserves 
answertd a riot call to disperse a 
mob of about 1,000, who surround- 
ed the Pennsylvania sh ps “and 
jeered and threatened strikebreak-

NEAR VALDOSTA 


No Arrests Have Been 


Made and Identity of

COUNTY TO REBUILD 
ALL VATS AT ONCE

Valdosta, Ga., July 14.—(Special.) 
Sixteen dipping vats were dynamited 
in Lowndes county late last night and 
early this morning. State authorities 
in Atlanta have been advised of the 
situation by Dr. S. J. Horne, federal 
tick eradication officer, and Dr. T. H. 
Applewhite, state officer of this 
county. 

After twelve vats bad been reported 
wrecked this morning, an investigation 
disclosed that four more also had been 
dynamited. No arrests have been 
made. 

The vats destroyed were those along 
the Echols county and the Florida 
line, but all in Lowndes county. ‘The 
vubject of the wreckers seems to have 


| been to blow up ali vats in this vicin- 


ty so as to stop all dipping. 

Cover Large Territory. 
Ileretoiore, where one or more vats 
re destroyed, the cattle owners 

were required to drive their cattle to 
the nearest tank for dipping. 
destruction last night and this mern- 
ing covering such a large territory, 
makes the driving of cattle to other | 
vats impracticable and checks the 
work in this immediate vicinity uutil 
vats can be rebuilt. 

Dr. Horne arrived in Valdosta to- 
| day and learned of the wholesale de- 
struction immediatel¥. He and Dr.

after getting a full report, commu- 
nicated with state authorities in At- 
lanta. Just what action will be taken 
is not known. However, it is said

British concern to divide the world 
for the sale of their dyes, bad sought 
‘also to enter into a world agreement 
with the Badische company, tbe chicf 
producers of dyes, which, with the 
German, dye cartel, he added, had 
been held up “as the bogic man of 
the dye world.” 

China Involved. 


After the Badische company de- 
clined to enter into the agreement, 
Senator Moses said, the DuPont com- 
pany submitted a proposal to the 
| American ‘Trade Council, in China, 
“that his office should attempt to ef- 
fect an urrangement whereby the Chi- 
nese government would confiscate 
18,000 trade-marks held by the Ger- 
mans for dyes marketed in China and 
form a joint Chinese company or an 
Aimerican-British company to license 
these trade-marks from the Chinese 
government.” 


Senator Moses added that for more 
than a year he had heard nothing of 
the imperialistic plans of the DuPonts 
in Europe or in the Orient and that 
the probability that “both schemes 
have crashed to the ground” was sup- 
ported ‘by the pressure the DuPonts 
now are making “for a dye embargo” 
in order that they may mulct from 
American consumers the funds which 
they “have found themselves unable 
to take from war stricken Europeans 
‘or simple-minded Orientals.” 

Explaining that the government had 
entered into an arrangement with the 
textile alliance to distribute German 
representation dye in this country, 
Senator Moses charged that the alfi- 
unce, originally formed to climinate 
unfair practices in the textile trades, 
had, in the handling of the dyes, re- 
‘sorted to the most unfair business 
| practices of which there is any ree- 
iord.” He presented a mass of official 
‘and unofficial documents relating to 
the reparation dyes which he said 
contained “ample proof” of his 
charge. 

Asserting that the alliance had com- 
mitted its dye interests to a commit- 
tee of seven members, Senator Moses

of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology everywhere will approve 
the selection of Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
state superintendent of schools, for 
the presidency of that institution. 


Not only is Dr. Brittain general- 
ly popular throughout the state, 
but he is an educator of national 
veputation, and his superior ability 
i3 recognized in educational circles 
in all parts of the country. 

For twelve consecutive years he 
has been at the head of the public 
«chool system of Georgia, and dur- 
ing that time the state has experi- 
enced more genuine educational ad- 
vancement than it had made dur- 
ing any previous period of twice 
that length in its entire history. 

That phenomenal advancement 
has been attributable very largely 
to the alert, progressive and Cca- 
pable leadership and direction of 
Dr. Brittain. 

It was with sincere regret that 
the people of Georgia recently re- 
ceived Superintendent Brittain’s 
announcement of his intention to 
retire from office at the close of 
his present term; but it goes with- 
out saying that state-wide gratifi- 
cation over his elevation to the 
position of president of one of Geor- 
gia’s most important institutions of 
learning will be equally as general. 

And it is all the more an occasion 
for general commendation that the

ery butter received a score equal 
to, or higher than, the highest- 
priced imported sample—a_ well- 
known brand of butter which was 
purchased from an Atlanta retail 
store, immediately before the scor- 
ing took place, at 55 cents a pound! 

What a significant tribute to the 
creamery industry of Georgia! 

Think of it—with two exceptions, 
all of Georgia’s creameries are less 
than a year old, yet in the quality 
of their product they were able to 
surpass the best creameries of the 
north, with which they are forced 
to compete on the Georgia market! 

It is, in truth, a rare tribute to 
the enterprise and integrity of the 
management of Georgia creameries, 
and every Georgian should contem- 
plate this remarkable record with 
pride! 

And yet, despite the fact that 
Georgia produces a better grade of 
butter, as shown by this scientific 
test, Georgia creameries, and with 
them the dairy farmers of Geor- 
gia, are threatened with disaster 
through the lack of home demand 
for their superior product! 

The records show that a surplus 
of 20,000 pounds of this high qual- 
ity Georgia creamery butter, though 
representing less than 3 per cent of 
the butter consumed in Georgia, 
has, within the last thirty days, 
been forced to beg a market in 
northern cities in price-throttling 
competition with inferior grades 
produced in northern creameries, 
while Georgia’s best homes and 
leading hotels have been buying the 
butter imported into this state, and 
paying for it something like 15 
cents a pound more than the retail 
stores are aSking for the highest 
quality brands of Georgia butter. 

This represents a tribute of more 
than a quarter of a million dollars 
a year that Georgians are paying to 
outside butter manufacturers! —an 
amount which, if diverted through 
Georgia creameries into the pockets 
of Georgia dairy farmers would 
firmly establish on a profitable and 
sound basis: what is potentially 
Georgia’s most important agricul- 
tural industry and the state’s most 
certain insurance of return to rural 
prosperity! 

This, Georgians, is the situation. 

It is not important Yo fix the 
blame, even if it could be fixed. The 
important thing is, What is Georgla 
going to do about it? 

The way out was pointed by the 
creamery men themselves, acting 
with the counsel and aid of Geor-

A subcommittee of the house ways 
and means committee will report early 
next week on the proposition to issue 
state bonds to the amount of $3,000,- 
000, the proceeds from the sale of 
which to be applied to retiring the 
existing and pending pension obliga- 
tions of the state—the carrying and 
redemption of these bonds to be pro- 
vided for by a 3 per cent income 
tax, etc. 

Of ail the wildcat proposals on 
earth this is the limit! 

Think of the Empire State of the 
South issuing bonds to meet her cur- 
rert obligations—her actual year-in 
and year-out running expenses! 

The issuing of bonds for construc- 
tive purposes—for building up re- 
sources, and for enhancing property 
values by a program of development, 
is entirely commendable, and in line 
with a spirit of progress that the pres- 
ent times demand— 

But the issuing of bonds to meet 
operating expenses is not only an evi- 
dence of financial bankruptcy, but is 
so thoroughly unsound that it is al- 
most in a class with the get-rich- 
quick artist who pays “dividends” to 
the faked stockholders of a paper 
corporation from the sales of stock 
to the new suckers who are thus in- 
duced to bite. 


o * * 

This proposal for Georgia to issue 
bonds to pay the present pension 
deficit—and that is what it means, 
for the unpaid pensions of all classes 
will amount to $3,000,000 by January 
I1—is decidedly more objectionable 
than the mere fact that such a course 
to meet running expenses is a system 
of financial juggling that has no 
place in conservative government. 

In the first place, it could only af- 
ford a temporary method for meeting 
expenses already incurred, without 
any provisions for meeting the same 
excess expenses that must go on from 
year to year so long as the state con- 
tinues to spend more than it takes 
in. It could at best serve only as 
the narcotic serves to relieve a pa- 
tient’s pain, the reaction from which, 
unless the pain is removed by a per- 
manent cure, is more painful than 
ever.

of it— 

While it might

The federal government imposed 
one to meet the demands of war. It 
was the most unpopular tax in the 
whole system of raising money under 
strained conditions. It was the only 
war time tax that has been repealed. 
Public sentiment overwhelmingly de- 
manded its repeal. 

The present proposal in Georgia 
comes from good men and no doubt 
has many friends, but that does not 
make it right. 

The scheme in a nutshell, follows: 
A resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a joint legislative com- 
mittee to draft and present within 
five days a bill carrying the following 
features: 

1. A tax of one cent on soft 
drinks dispensed over the counter 
in glasses; to license each soft 
drink dealer and soda fountain, 
fee of $1 for license and regis- 
tration; tax to be returned first 
of every month to the state 
treasurer; violation of making 
full and complete return to void 
license of any dealer. 

2. To Impose tax of five per 
cent on motion picture admission 
tickets and tickets of similar 
amusements; 10 per cent on the- 
ater, professional baseball tickets 
and like, where admission is $2 
or more; 15 per cent on boxing, 
horse racing and similar enter- 
prises. \ 

3. Tax of 10 per cent on per- 
fumeries, cosmetics, etc., this to 
be collected by use of a tax stamp 
to be applied to the purchase be- 
fore delivery to the purchaser by 
the retail dealer. 

The purpose is to pay off the pres- 
ent pension debt and to provide a pen- 
sion fund so long as the luxury tax is 
allowed to stand on the statute books.

UF KIANGS! HORROR 


Shanghai, China, June 21.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press ) 
Missionaries and others in touch with 
the recent uprising of mutinous troops 
in Kiangsi province declare that the 
full extent of this horror may never 
be known. 

A score of community centers were 


lnid waste and thousands of innocent 
inhabitants were salughtered ruth- 
lessly. No foreigners, however, were 
killed, 

The words “bandit” and “soldier” 
virtually are synonymous in many 
parts of China and the people of the 
country long ago hecame accustomed 
to uprisings of a similar nature; but 
the Kiangsi outbreak, in the  unre- 
strained loosing of evil forces and 
the wanton slaughter and destruction, 
is said to surpass anything of like na- 
ture in the past decade. 

The mutiny started among troops 
sent by General Wu Pei-Fu to block 
Sun Yat Sen’s advance into Kiangsi. 
These forces, under Tsai Chen-Hsun, 
met defeat at the hands of Sun's 
southerners, and in their retreat a 
few got out of hand. 

The fever of revolt spread quickly, 
until between 10.000 and 15.000 men 
were involved. Some of the detach- 
ments shot down their leaders who 
tried to keep them in check. 

The mutineers swept over the 
country, looting, burning and killing, 
devastating towns and rural commu- 
nities alike. The city of Kianfu was 
almost entirely wiped out and many

CABINET DISCUSSES 
STRIKE SITUATION 

Washington, July 14.—While op- 
timism as to the outcome of the rail- 
road strike was reflected at the 
white house today there was further 


i evidence that the administration in- 


tends to keep a firm grasp on the 
situation and that the government 
utilize every force at its command to 
insure maintenance of interstate 
transportation. 

Members of the cabinet who met 
with President Harding in the regu- 
lar Friday session, placed their re- 
liance on the ability of Chairman 
Ilooper, of the railroad board, to 
solve the problem. ‘The meeting was 
understood to have devoted largely to 
discussion of the rail and coal strikes 
and to the administration attitude. In 
the event of certain contingencies. 

The president was said to hold the 
view that should government opera- 


‘tion of the carriers become necessary, 


it would not abridge the liberty of 
railroad workers to be drafted for 
service in the positions in which they 
have had experience. Discussion 
niong this line, however, was said to 
have been hypothetical, there being 
no evidence that strike developments 
would force federa] control. Cabinet 
members brought to the meeting vol- 
ulminous reports on the various 
phases in which their portfolios were 
introduced. Attorney General Dauzh- 
erty had with him numerous tele- 
grams bearing on the disorders that 
have developed, and reports on the 
organization of the special forces of 
deputy marshals. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Work was said to have reported 
the bulk of the mail movement as 
yet unaffected by the strike. Mes- 
sages received by the postoffice de- 
partment today, however, indicated 
the anxiety of railroad officials and 
some postal inspectors over the situa- 
tion at certain rail centers, including 
Hattiesburg, Miss., and several Texas

Weeks Reviews Situattun. 

In summarizing the strike situa- 
tion as shown in government reports 
received by various departments to- 
day, Secretary Weeks suid tleit trou- 
ble was most noticeable in tie south- 
western region, although there were 
instances of violence 1n various states, 
including Kentucky, Missouri. Ohlo 
and California. The war secretary also 
said that all corps area commanders’ 
had general instructions to act 
promptly on orders which might come 
to them but that only in regard to the 
situation at Denison had uny specific 
direction heen sent from Washington 
that troops sufficient to wmaintain 
order be held in readiness. 


It has not been indicated just what 
method would be followed should de- 
cision to send in the tederal forces at 
Denison or elsewhere be reached. In 
view of the necessary study of the 
legal authority for such employment 
of federal troopsy regardless of the at- 
titude of the state authorities, how- 
ever, it appeared likely’ that a_for- 
mal proclamation might be issued by 
the president simultaneously with the 
}direction to the corps area commander 
te send ferward the troops. 

Ample Authority 

There was xgid to be ample statu- 
tory authority for such use of fed- 
eral troops and even for the calling 
out by the president of the nationar 
guard of any state to be used either 
within that st.te or im any other 
state for the purpose of restoring 
order where the execution of fed- 
eral laws is being’ resisted or ob- 
structed. The methods of procedure 
ure not prescribed fy statute, how- 
ever, and the statutes cited as con- 
ferring such powers on the president 
—reyised statutes 5297 and S2U8— 
have never beel ablerpietcou ib court 
actions. 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, chair- 
man ot the interstate commerce cul- 
mission and one of the authors of 
the transportation act of 1920 under 
which the railroad labor board fut.e- 
tions, declared today that decisions 
of the board were binding on both car- 
riers and employees and not simply 
“advisory” as held by union officials. 
The government, Senator Cummins 
held, can compel obedience to rulings 
of the board, notwithstanding thut 
the transportation act provided Bo 
penalties. 

Situation Critical. 

Senator Cummins was in conference 
with Preside.t Harding at the white 
house for nearly an hour late today. 
After the conference he said that 
while he was optimistic he could see 
no way at present out of the “tangled 
situation,” which he regarded as erit- 
ical. 

Advisability of enacting legislation 
perfecting the transportation act was 
understood to have been discussed by 
the president and Senator Cummits. 
The latter, on leaving the white house, 
snid several amendments were needed, 
particularly one which would more 
clearly define what comprised a rea- 
sonable wage award on the part of 
the railroad labor board. Senator 
Cummins agreed that no legislation 
could be enacted until the house re- 
conver.ed August 15. Meanwhile, he 
said, the existing law should prove 
adequate, 


JEWELL SAYS 
“ROADS IN HOLE.” 

Chicago, July 14.—(Be the As- 
sociated Press.)—A_ strike bulletin 
sent out today by B. M. Jewell, head 
of the striking railway shopmen, de- 
clared the strikers “have the _ rail- 
roads in a hole.’ Here are the facts 
summarized, comprising. President 
Jewell said, “our strategic position.” 

“Industrial and business conditions 
throughout the country are picking 
up strongly. 

“Steel and iron production is stead- 
ily increasing and preparations for 
further activity in all other lines are 
increasing. 

“‘Dun's’ and ‘Bradstreet’s’ 
steady betterment of 
along the line. 

“This means the railroads have to 
carry a tremendous amount of freight 
in the next few months. Since the 
beginning of the vear earnings and 
business have increased tremendously 
over a corresponding period last year. 

Boom Antcipated 


“Railroad managements anticipated 
this increased business and ordered 
100,000 new freight cars in the first 
six months of this year as compared 
with only 30,000 new cars for all of 
last year. 

“The present demand for rolling 
stock is about 300 per cent more than 
the last five years’ average and de- 
mand for jocomotives is also increas- 
ing. 

“The prolonged coal strike means 
there has got to be a_ tremendous 
movement of coal between now and 
December in order to supply both do- 
mestie users, industrial concerns and 
publie utilities. 

“Over a week ago the United States 
geological] survey reported the exist- 
ing coal reserves are the lowest they 
ean possibly go without endangering 
the future regular supply. 

Seamen Threaten 

“The threatened strike of seamen 
on the Great Lakes, if it happens, will 
probably throw still more burden of 
moving coal on the railways. 

“The latest reports of condition of 
equipment show the percentage of 
bad order locomotives ranging from 12 
per cent on the L. & N. to 39 per cent 
on the M. K. & T., and bad order cars 
from 5 per cent on the Norfolk & 
Western to 38.2 per cent on the Pitts- 
burg & Lake Erie. 

“Outside contractors cannot handle 
all this repair work and most of the 
roads are far enough from the con- 
tractors’ shops so that the problem of 
hauling bad order equipment to the 
contractors is a big one. 

“Demand for labor is increasing in 
outside industries and that means that 
the railways cannot get enough men 
to replace those new on strike.
